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Exeter Wins the Track Meet. 


Before a crowd of nearly a thousand 
interested spectators, Saturday after- 
noon, Phillips Exeter defeated Phillips 
Andover in the track meet at the P, A.

While this aspect of 
medical education has not been wholly 
disregarded in this country, the limita- 
tions placed upon institutions of learn- 
ing by their inability to provide ade- 
quately out of ‘their means, for the sup- 
Port of laboratories, has ‘had a detr:- 
mental effect upon the growth «f Amer- 
ican medicine, In other countries the

In view of these contingencies tre de- 
cision of the trustees of the University 
of Pennsylvania to proceed immediately 
with the erection of a new medical lab- 
oratory, which in comp!eteness ani 
equipment shall be without a rival in 
this or other countries, is the more 
praiseworthy and important.

ture discoveries in medicine may well 
fall short of the actual achlevemenis. 
Hence it is that the undertakirg the 
University of Pennsylvania has set for 
itself is one that must commend itself 
to all educators, to all students, ant to 
all who have at heart the material ad- 
vancement of the human race. 

The University of Pennsylvania 1s 
about to erect, at a cost of more than 
$500,000, exclusive cf grounds ¢ nd equip- 
ment, a medical laboratory bui ding 
which will be unexcelled in every re- 
spect. The trustees are also con‘em- 
plating the erection, in the future, of a 
new medical hall, anatomical builcirg 
and auxiliary buildings, which will ad- 
join the new laboratory about to be 
erected, and which will form cne cf the 
mositt extensive systems of buildings ce- 
voted exclusively to the teaching of 
medicine in Eurc pe or Ameiica. 

The most modern apparaius wil be 
employed in lighting, heating and ven- 
tilating the building. : 

While the new ‘abcratory buld'ng 
about to be erected will be unexcelled 
it nevertheless is only one of the group 
of building for the teaching of medical 
science, the construction of which is 
contemplated by the trustees cf the 


university. These, with the present 
large medical hall, laboratories and

to the teaching of medicine. Tre arch- 
ftectural construction of the ent're 
group will correspond with that of the 
dormitories of the university, tre same 
architects having been engaged to de- 
sign the new medical latorato. fies.

By the decision of the Railroad Com- 
missioners last Tuesday against. the 
protest. of Win. Odlin and others, it 
sees to be settled that-two tracks will 
be laid in Main street... This’ result is 
a subject for both regret and satis- 
faction. Regret that it was found nec- 
essary for two tracks in the street, sat- 
isfaction that the long and tiresome 
wrangle Is over, 

The hearing on Tuesday was a very 
interesting One in many ways. The 
remonstrants who were there (and evi- 
dently about all were there) were al- 
most a unit in favor of the Reading 
cars Coming to the square, and were 
quite a unit in favor of one track, It 
Was interesting also as showing to what 
length men will go to carry a point. 
No better proof could be had of the 
truth 6f the current belief that much 
of the work for one track was inspired 
by Opposition to the Reading road, 
than the changed attitude of some of 
the leaders at Tuesday’s hearing from 
the attitude shown by them at previous 
hearings. There is avery general im- 
pression that no further — fighting 
against two tracks is to be expected 


from some of the most bitter oppo- 
nents heretofore, now that Cconimmon in- 
terests are in control ef both roads. 

The personalities indulged in’ by 
some of the speakers need as little at- 
tention as those who uttered them 
usually attract. Some men can only 
“see the light” that is reflected from 
their own characters, and they estimate 
all men’s weaknesses by their own 
standards. It is very gratifying that 
Andover has very few such men among 
her citizens, 

The positive statement made by the 
oflicial representative of the L. L. & 
H. company, that the officials of that 
company had carefully looked into the 
matter of a common use of one track, 
and had decided that it was impossible 
for one track to accommodate the 
travel to be cared for, seems to. settle 
decisively the oft repeated statement 
of one of our esteemed citizens. that 
“the L. L. & H. company was perfectly 
willing to allow the L. & R. company 
to use its Main street track.” It) was 
the first direct statement from any one 
in authority, and was a clear utterance 
that the L. L. & HH. company 
not allow any other road to use its 
track. 

The Railroad Comunissioners showed 
very clearly their wishes in the matter 
all through the hearing. © They made 
it very plain that they considered two 
tracks necessary both for safety and 


; for accommodation of the travelling 


public. They also made it) very clear 
that they consider the street: railway to 
be a public convenience to be consid- 
ered from the standpoint of the good 
of the public at large, and not as to 
how it affects the rights of any par- 
ticular individual. The “personal 
equation” idea very clearly lias little 
Weight with the Massachusetts board 
of railroad Comunissioners. 

A long and bitter fight has been pur- 
sued over this matter which is now dis- 
posed of. The ill feeling that has 
been engendered should) now give way 
toa making-the-best-of-it spirit, and not 
kept longer alive. The decision of the 
Commissioners is a most flattering en- 
dorsement of the judgement of the se- 
lectmen who have ‘been sorely. tried 
since the first petition over the matter. 
Their final decision came only after a 
very careful consideration of every 
phase of the question. They are 
handsomely sustained by the commis- 
sioners who have rendered not only an 
approving opinion upon their action, 
but who have accompanied that opinion 
by most emphatic approyal of the 
need of two tracks on this street. 

Such Opinions expressed by the 
highest acknowledged authorities on 
ralway matters in the state make an ap- 
proval which is alone suflicient answer 
to the critics of the local board,

during the past two years, had any 
doubt but that sooner or later the new 
lines which have been built and 
planned in and around Andover would 
be a part of the’great suburban system 
of New England. And so no one was 
surprised at the announced purchase of 
a control in the new roads referred to, 
by the Lynn & Boston interests.

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NEW GLUB HOUSE 


Andover Cricket Club Held Successful 
Opening Yesterday. 


Notwithstanding — the unfavorable 
weather conditions yesterday, the open- 
ing of the new Andover Cricket club 
house was an unqualified success, and 
the verdict of one and all was that the 
new house was splendid. ‘The committee 
certainly showed good judgment in 
locating the house on the hill where a 
fine view of the river and woods from 
the back of the house and of the crease 
from the front may be obtained. It is 
the prettiest little house in town and 
is built in beach style. 

’On the first floor is a reception room, 
is x 8O in dimension, with an = orna- 
mental stairway leading to the upper 
story from the centre of theroom. Half 
way up is a landing from which the 
stairs branch two ways to the upper 
story. 

Upstairs, the large room will be used 
by members for a dressing room and for 
meetings. On. the left is the ladies’ 
room with bowl and toilet. On the 
right, the visitor’s room, with bow) ‘and 
toilet. The rooms are lighted by dormer 
windows in the front, which add to the 
attractiveness of the house. The stair- 
ways and interior finish is of hard pine, 
except overhead and the beams which 
are planed and will later be stained 
green. 

A large covered piazza, ten feet in 
width, runs the entire length of the 
front part, from which an excellent 
view of the games may be obtained. 
Green and white will be the colors used 
on the exterior of the house. Hardy «& 
Cole did the carpenter work in good 
style. 

Arrangements have been made where- 
by the water supply is obtained from a 
spring by means of an Ericsson hot air 
engine, which will force the water into 
an Sis gallon tank on the hill. The 
pump, which was installed by George 
Saunders, who also did the plumbing, 
works very smoothly and is capable of 
pumping 800 gallons an hour, It is way 
ahead of the old style windmill for this 
particular place. 

It is the intention of the club com- 
mittee to have the grounds in front of 
the club house graded and a walk put 
in, so that, in the course of the summer, 
the location will be one of the prettiest 
and most attractive in town, and the 
house the best cricket club house in the 


state.

GUNTROL IS TRANSFERRED 


Lynn & Boston Stockholders Now Con- 
trol Reading Road. 


For a week the gossips have been busy 
with news of the reputed sale of the 
Lawrence & Reading railroad to the 
Lynn & Boston. Reports and denials 
have followed one another in rapid sue- 
cession, but the truth to be evolved from 
it all seems to be that the large majority 
of the stock of the Reading company has 
passed into the hands of the controlling 
owners of the Lynn & Boston road, the 
present owners of the L. L. & I. com- 
pany. 

With this sale there is reason to ex- 
pect that there will be no further friction 
between the two street Failway systems 
which enter Andover. 

An interview with Pres. Woodward of 
the Reading road, brings out the state 
ment that the sale of the Reading stock 
does not in the least effect the operating 
management of the three roads involved 
in the transfer. He will continue as 
president of the Reading & Lynntield, 
Lawrence & Reading, and Andover & 
Haverhill, and the policy pursued and 
construction planned, will be finished. 

This means that the road to Haverhill 
will be built with a possible slight change 
of route, and that the present local di- 
rectors in that road will be continued, 
Just how the arrangement will affect 
the Main street tangle can not yet be 
determined, ‘Lawyers disagree as to 
whether any terms of the franchise, that 
is now operative for a second track 
there, have been violated or not.

MILITARY CAMPS. 


Accommodations For the Soldier 
Boys at the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion, t 
Many military organizations intend 

to visit the Pan-American Exposition 

during the summer. Arrangements 
have been made to provide first class 
accommodations for them. 

The Exposition will maintain a per- 
manent camp within the grounds for 
the accommodation of about 200 men 
at one time. 

This camp will be supplied with 
tents floored, cots, buckets, basins, pint 
cups, ligbt, water and sinks, for the 
use of which no charge will be made. 
It will be necessary for visiting organ- 
izations to furnish their own blankets 
and subsistence. 

There will be no accommodation for 
cooking in this camp, but the visitors 
will no doubt be able to make satisfac- 
tory arrangements with restaurants on 
the grounds at reasonable rates. 

It 1s expected that organizations tak- 
ing advantage of these camp privileges 
will, at such time as may be agreed 
upon beforehand, give military exhibi- 
tions without charge in the Stadium. 

Bands {n uniform will be admitted to 
the grounds free. Organizations using 
this camp will pay one general admis- 
sion per man when they enter the 
grounds and must be governed by the 
rules and regulations laid down by the 
Exposition Company. 

On account of the large number of 
organizations now applying for camp 
facilities at the Exposition the use of 
this camp will be limited to a period 
not exceeding six days for any one or- 
ganization. 

Large bodies of troops visiting the 
Exposition must be quartered outside 
the grounds, where a large camp for 
this purpose has been established. 

Major Charles J. Wolf is in charge of 
the Military Bureau, and he is kept 
very busy these days furnishing infor- 
mation to organizations intending to 
visit the Exposition.

STATE LEGISLATURE. 
A NEW PLAN. 


BOSTON, May 28—The congressional 
redistricting measure, which was first 
touched on Thursday, was taken up in 
the House yesterday, and so good pro- 
gress was made in the consideration 0? 
it, that before the close of the session, 
the House seemed ready for a vote, 
and it seems almost a certainty that 
one will be reached today. 

A feature of yesterday’s debate was 
the announcement by Representative 
Buswell of Methuen of his attitude to- 
ward the plan reported by the redis- 
tricting committee. “He is a member of 
the committee from the 5th district. He 
told the House that he thought the plan 
drawn up by the sub-committee was an 
excellent piece of work, and he person- 
ally now approved of the plan as re- 
ported by the full committee to the 
House; but he had discovered that his 
constituents did not approve of it. 

Therefore, though he indorsed the 
committee’s report, he favored the 
amendment offered by Mr. Sleeper of 
Winthrop, by which it was proposed to 
take that town out of the 9th district 
end put in the 7th, and to take Wake- 
field from the 7th and put it in the 5th, 
Mr. Buswell’s district. This would de- 
crease the population of the 9th to 193,- 
000 and increase that of the 5th district 
to 209,000. 

He admitted that the committee’s plan 
was better than this from the stani- 
point of population, and so, he repeat- 
ed, it met with his approval, yet he 
thought this variation a trifilng matter 
when by conceding it, it would please 
£0 many people. Mr. Buswell labored 
hard in his effort-to draw a distinction 
between his position as a member of the 
committee supporting its report and a 
member of the House opposing it, and 
to make it appear that he was not in- 
consistent in thus taking two different 
attitudes, 

The committee on ways and means 
reported a bill assessing a state tax of 
$1,750,000, an increase of $250,000 over 
last year. 

The committee of conference on the 
bill to provide for free text books re- 
ported recommending that the House 
concur in the Senate amendments. The 
report was accepted. 

gareee committee reports were receiv- 
ed: 

Metropolitan affairs and water sup- 
ply—Leave to withdraw on petition, 
that cities and towns be given allow- 
ances for water furnished the metro- 
folitan system, 

Ways and means—Ought to pass on 
these bills, to provide compensation to 
the towns of Clinton, Sterling and 
Holden on account of the Wachusett 
Reservoir; for payment on account of 
damage to business in Clinton; resolve 
for a sur¥ey by the Harbor and Land 
Commission of a channel frum East 
Bay to Vineyard Sound, 

Saunders of Boston offered an order, 
which was adopted, removing the 10 


min, limit on speeches on the Boston 
subway bill. 
These measures were given their 


several readings and passed to be en- 
grossed:—To change tne amount to be 
assessed upon cities and towns under 
the Metropolitan Water Act; to provile 
for the building of breakwaters in Hull 
by the Harbor and Land Commission; 
to provide additional mooring § facili- 
ties in Boston Harbor. 

The order offered Friday by Reed of

IN THE SENATE. 


The Wakefield water bill was referred 
tov the next general court yesterday, by 
a vote of 17 to 16. For days at a time 
the senators have been worried over 
this measure, and the contest lasted up 
to the time of taking the vote. Even 
now it seems too much to imagine that 
the members of the upper chamber 
have heard the last of it. Senator Cod- 
man moved for the substitution of the 
bill. 

Senator Wood of Middlesex favored 
it, while Senator Attwill of Essex said 
the senate might as well enact a law in 
four lines to permit Wakefield to supply 
herself with water whenever she pur- 
chases the plant of a water company 
at its own price. . 

The location of varigus outside com- 
missions in the State House, was also 
taken up anew. The resolve instruct- 
ing the sergeant-at-arms to carry into 
effect the report as to locations for the 
highway commission and cattle com- 
mission and the comptroller of county 
accounts in the State House, were or- 
dered to a third reading. 

Without debate and without @ count, 
the “committee of 30’s’’ bill to restrict 


combinations of electric light coXNpa- 
nies was rejected. 
The Senate concurred with a house 


amendment to the bill as to registra 
tion of physicians and surgeons, that 
it shall not apply to irregular practi- 
tioners. 

The bill to provide for the consolida- 
tion of the Boston and Edison electric 
light companies, was ordered to a third 
reading. 

The Borofsky bill, as to Sunday ob- 
servance, adversely reported, was put 
over to Wednesday. 

By a vote of 12 to 5, the bill to au- 
thorize the Commonwealth, the N. E. 
Railroad, and the city of Boston to car- 
ry out obligations in connection with 
building Northern ave., was put over 
to Wednesday. 

A bill for the incorporation of the 
Berkshire & Hampden St. Ry. Co., was 
referred to the next general court. 

A bill to increase the amount of mo- 
ney for Nantasket Beach by $100,000, 
was engrossed, 

Senator Harrington of Worcester 
thought the bill to provide for the pur- 
chase of gas and electric plants dy 
cities and towns should be rejected, as 
it was substituted for the adverse re- 
port of the manufactures committee by 
the House. By a vote of 6 to 13 it was 
refused a third reading. 

A bill as to the operation of street 
railways over private land was taken 
from the table on motion of Fletcher 
of Middlesex, and Gardner’s motion 
that the words “necessity and” in an 
amendment secured by Post on Thurs- 
day, be reconsidered and stricken out, 
prevailed. The bill was then ordered 
to a third reading.
